And What Have You

Water, Sewer Rates Hiked— 


While you may not have known just 
what was different about last week’s 
paper I hope that you found it easier 
to read. We installed new typesetting 
equipment the first part of last week 
and while we were a little late getting 
out because we got off to a late start 
and were a little disorganized, we 
hope this week is a little better. 
While this new system is much 
faster than our old Linotype, the big 
difference to you, the reader, is that 
the type is set photographically and is 
thereford much sharper and cleaner. 
The machine is a model CG2961 
phototypesetting machine designed 
and manufactured by Compugraphic 
Corporation 
and 
is 
operated 
by 
punched paper tape. The machine has 
a built-in computer that decides 
where to end a line and how much 
space to put in the line to “justify” it 
(or make it come out even down the 
sides.) It also has an automatic 
hyphenation system. 
Jan Kelley, who punches the paper 
tape on an electronically operated 
keyboard just punches a whole 
paragraph and the machine breaks 
this 
down 
into 
“justified” 
lines, 
hyphenating words as it needs to. All 
of this is done at about four or five 
times the speed of our old Linotype. 
For one who doesn’t understand 
how TV or radio works and never did 
for that matter understand how our 
Linotype could do what it did, this 
whole new operation is way over our 
heads. 
But then they have proven to me 
that you don’t have to understand it to 
fix most of the problems that occur. 
In fact we have already had one 
problem that was solved by just 
calling the service department and 
they told us what to do over the phone 
and amazingly enough it worked. 
The only sad thing is that this new 
equipment is not near as romantic as 
the old Linotype — with all of its 
moving parts. This is just a box with 
flashing lights inside. 
While we have been warned that we 
may have some troubles with this new 
equipment for the first few weeks, the 
people that have them claim that 
after that they are almost trouble- 
free — and we certainly hope so. 
While we are still using our old 
Linotype (that was built in about 1917 
or ’18) in our commercial department 
and for some things in our newspaper 
the following “ ode” seem s ap­ 
propriate. It was written by Douglas 
Meador in his Trail Dust” column in 
the “Matador Tribune.” 
“An iron heart is breaking in the old 
Linotype machine that has created 
the type in a newspaper for more than 
a third of a centure. It was a 
mechanical intuition that has cast a 
shadow across its future as certain as 
if the machine had set the type for its 
own obituary. It has a reluctance in 
performance as a doomed man might 
have in being forced to build the 
scaffolding for his own execution. 
Time and technical advancements 
have made the one mighty machine 
obsolete in a field it dominated by 
efficient performance, to a point 
where no new models are being 
manufactured. An era is ending for 
the machine capable of reusing the 
metal that recorded a death, to 
chronicling a new birth. Metal that 
once shaped words of war or other 
disaster has been reused over and 
over again, in printing happier events 
that affect a community and area. 
The old machine is helpless now to 
defend 
its 
position 
against 
replacement; the present can be 
made secure only in the process of 
change.” 


Like everyone else I suppose, I was 
glad to see the added 2 cents a gallon 
tax on gasoline taken out of the tax 
bill by the legislature but I can’t say 
very much for the method used by 
Gov. Preston Smith in bringing this 
about. 
He had ample time to present his

Carlos Gonzalez, Oscar 
Guerra, and Rodney Rackley 
were all successful candidates 
for the Lone Star Farmer 
Degree, the highest degree the 
Texas FFA Association can 
confer upon its members. 
Carlos was named first runner- 
up in the Star Lone Star Farmer 
Contest. 
Chapter members were most 
successful in the National FFA 
Foundation Awards program. 
Chapter members captured six 
titles out of the seven applied 
for. Davis Weaver won Crop 
Production; Larry Jayroe,

The 
Hamlin City Council 
approved a budget for 1971-72 in 
its regular session here Monday 
evening calling for the City to 
spend in excess of $430,000 
during the fiscal year, a figure 
that does not include a new fire 
truck or work that must be done 
on the sewer system. 
While the estimated expenses 
are down $60,000 from the ac­ 
tual expenses of this past year, 
Mayor Hollis Madden pointed 
out to the council that this did 
not include the new fire truck 
that the city must purchase and 
does not include anything for 
the new sewer system. It was 
also pointed out that the city 
spent around $40,000 more last 
year than it took in. 
In an effort to raise the ad­ 
ditional money needed for the 
sewer system and the fire truck 
the council voted to increase the 
sewer charges from $1.50 a 
month to $2.50 and to raise the 
water rates after the first 6,000 
gallons. Under the new rate the 
minimum for the first 2,000 
gallons remains at $2.50 and the 
next 14,000 gallons will be 60 
cents a thousand and all over 
this will be charged at 50 cents a 
gallon. 
Under the old rate the first 
4,000 gallons after the minimum 
was 60 cents, the next 10,000 
gallons, 50 cents and all over 
this was 40 cents. 
The rates will go into effect 
after the meters are read this 
week and will show up on the 
July billings. 
A budget hearing has been set 
by the council for June I at I 
p.m. in City Hall. 
Most departments in the new 
budget reflect an increase in 
salaries, 
with 
the 
sewer 
department going from $18, 420 
to $20,700, the street department 
from $11,220 to $12,180, the 
police department from $37,048 
to 
$40,830 
and 
the 
ad­ 
m inistration 
from 
$6,680 
to $7,140. 
Total 
expenditures 
by 
departments estimated in the 
new budget and the actual 
expenses for this past year are 
as follows: Sewer, $31,200, 
$29,369; (this does not include 
new sewer system ) Street,

The danger 
of shooting rifles this close to 
the golf course was pointed out 
by Mayor Madden and it was 
suggested that signs be posted 
warning of the fine that can be 
imposed for shooting rifles 
within the city limits. 
The men also discussed 
making West Lake Drive a four- 
lane street with no on street 
parking. The four-lanes would 
run from Central to Avenue G. 
Action on this was postponed 
until Ed Wheat, the new Police 
Chief had time to look into the 
matter.

Dotes for Pecon

Spraying for the pecan nut* 
cis bearer should began about 
May 26 or 27 in Jones County, 
according to County Agent 
Kirby Clayton. If only one 
spraying is to be done, the date 
of June I would probably give 
best results. However, for 
maximum control, Clayton 
recommends two sprayings — 
one on May 26 or 27 and a second 
one about 7 *IO days later. 
Larva 
collected 
through 
banding trees in this area now 


have 5*10 percent emergence 
into moths. The moths lay their 
eggs 
in 
3*4 
days 
after 
emergence and it takes 3-4 days 
for the eggs to hatch. When the 
newly hatched worms appear is 
the optimum time for spraying, 
says Clayton. 
There are several chemicals 
recom mended for spraying 
commercial orchards but only 
Malathion is recommended for 
home yard trees at the present 
time. 
If rosette is a problem, grow­ 
ers 
should 
add 
three 
tablespoons of zinc sulfate (36 
percent AS) per three gallon of 
spray solution.

A better fence was constructed 
in 1944 with private donations 
and then in 1968 an arch was put 
over the double entrance gates 
and a new gate was put in for 
the entrance of service vehicles. 
This was done with money from 
the cemetery fund and the

All of the old settlers are the 
first generation children of the 
pioneers who started the set­ 
tlement.

away to a post office operated

Truman Mauldin, a grocery 
store operated by Chub Hard­ 
wick, a blacksmith shop owned 
by Milton Montgomery and a

City water has been piped in 
from Roby so modern con­ 
veniences are available to those 
who continue to live in the once 
bustling community. 
In the early 1900's Hamlin 
was a good town in which to buy 
and sell but to get there meant a 


day in a wagon over dirt roads 
and usually a night spent in the 
wagon yard before the return 
home the following day. Ice was 
bought in IOO to 300 pound blocks 
to insure getting home with 
enough for the usual Saturday 
night ice cream making and 
iced tea for Sunday.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - 
Congressman Omar Burleson of 
Texas, has recently introduced 
legislation that would amend 
Part II of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Act in order to com­ 
pletely exempt certain farm 
vehicles from its provisions. 
Burleson said there is a 
widespread support for this 
legislation in the rural areas of 
the 17th Congressional District. 
While there has been a 
historic exemption for farm 
vehicle operators in the Motor 
Carrier Safety Regulations, last 
year new regulations were 
proposed to require that all 
drivers of farm trucks must be 
at least 21 and have a medical 
certificate not more than 24 
months old. They must pass 
both Federal written and road 
tests. These are in addition to 
state regulations. 
While 
these 
would 
presumably be applicable only 
to interstate commerce, recent 
interpretations suggest that if 
the 
product 
hauled 
sub­ 
sequently ends up in interstate 
commerce the hauler would be 
subject to regulation. Clearly, 
there is no way for the in­ 
dividual farmer or rancher to 
determine the final destination 
of his load. 
Burleson said he feels such 
regulations to be unreasonable 
because of the nature of farm 
truck usage, which is different 
from that of large-scale com­ 
mer cia l transportation. 
“Regulations useful in the latter 
case would be oppressive for the 
farmer,” the Congressman 
said. “Most farm hauls are for 
short trips on an intermittent 
basis, but would still come 
under the proposed regulations. 
Further, farm truck safety 
records are already drama­ 
tically better than commercial 
haulers,” he continued. 
Because 
of 
protests 
by 
Members of Congress, farm 
organizations and individual 
farmers, the Federal Highway 
Administration has drafted 
some revision to eliminate some 
of these stringent requirements 
and attempt to make the 
proposed regulations more 
palatable to farmers and 
ranchers, by extending the 
exemption date from July I to 
December I; to exempt from

And What Have You

Water, Sew er Rates Hiked 


While you may not have known just 
what was different about last week’s 
paper I hope that you found it easier 
to read. We installed new typesetting 
equipment the first part of last week 
and while we were a little late getting 
out because we got off to a late start 
and were a little disorganized, we 
hope this week is a little better. 
While this new system is much 
faster than our old Linotype, the big 
difference to you, the reader, is that 
the type is set photographically and is 
thereford much sharper and cleaner. 
The machine is a model CG2961 
phototypesetting machine designed 
and manufactured by Compugraphic 
Corporation 
and 
is 
operated 
by 
punched paper tape. The machine has 
a 
built-in 
computer 
that 
decides 
where to end a line and how much 
space to put in the line to “justify” it 
(or make it come out even down the 
sides.) 
It also has an automatic 
hyphenation system. 
Jan Kelley, who punches the paper 
tape on an electronically operated 
keyboard just punches a w hole 
paragraph and the machine breaks 
this 
down 
into 
“justified” 
lines, 
hyphenating words as it needs to. All 
of this is done at about four or five 
times the speed of our old Linotype. 
For one who doesn’t understand 
how TV or radio works and never did 
for that matter understand how our 
Linotype could do what it did, this 
whole new operation is way over our 
heads. 
But then they have proven to me 
that you don’t have to understand it to 
fix most of the problems that occur. 
In fact we have already had one 
problem that was solved by just 
calling the service department and 
they told us what to do over the phone 
and amazingly enough it worked. 
The only sad thing is that this new 
equipment is not near as romantic as 
the old Linotype — with all of its 
moving parts. This is just a box with 
flashing lights inside. 
While we have been warned that we 
may have some troubles with this new 
equipment for the first few weeks, the 
people that have them claim that 
after that they are almost trouble- 
free — and we certainly hope so. 
While we are still using our old 
Linotype (that was built in about 1917 
or ’18) in our commercial department 
and for some things in our newspaper 
the follow ing “ od e” seem s 
ap­ 
propriate. It was written by Douglas 
Meador in his ‘Trail Dust” column in 
the “ Matador Tribune.” 
“An iron heart is breaking in the old 
Linotype machine that has created 
the type in a newspaper for more than 
a third of a centure. 
It was a 
mechanical intuition that has cast a 
shadow across its future as certain as 
if the machine had set the type for its 
own obituary. It has a reluctance in 
performance as a doomed man might 
have in being forced to build the 
scaffolding for his own execution. 
Time and technical advancements 
have made the one mighty machine 
obsolete in a field it dominated by 
efficient performance, to a point 
where no new models are being 
manufactured. An era is ending for 
the machine capable of reusing the 
metal that recorded a death, 
to 
chronicling a new birth. Metal that 
once shaped words of war or other 
disaster has been reused over and 
over again, in printing happier events 
that affect a community and area. 
The old machine is helpless now to 
defend 
its 
position 
against 
replacement; 
the present can be 
made secure only in the process of 
change.” 


Like everyone else I suppose, I was 
glad to see the added 2 cents a gallon 
tax on gasoline taken out of the tax 
bill by the legislature but I can’t say 
very much for the method used by 
Gov. Preston Smith in bringing this 
about. 
He had ample time to present his

The 
Hamlin City Council 
approved a budget for 1971-72 in 
its regular session here Monday 
evening calling for the City to 
spend in excess of $430,000 
during the fiscal year, a figure 
that does not include a new fire 
truck or work that must be done 
on the sewer system. 
While the estimated expenses 
are down $60,000 from the ac­ 
tual expenses of this past year. 
Mayor Hollis Madden pointed 
out to the council that this did 
not include the new fire truck 
that the city must purchase and 
does not include anything for 
the new sewer system. It was 
also pointed out that the city 
spent around $40,000 more last 
year than it took in. 
In an effort to raise the ad­ 
ditional money needed for the 
sewer system and the fire truck 
the council voted to increase the 
sewer charges from $1.50 a 
month to $2.50 and to raise the 
water rates after the first 6,000 
gallons. Under the new rate the 
minimum for the first 2,000 
gallons remains at $2.50 and the 
next 14,000 gallons will be 60 
cents a thousand and all over 
this will be charged at 50 cents a 
gallon. 
Under the old rate the first 
4,000 gallons after the minimum 
was 60 cents, the next 10,000 
gallons, 50 cents and all over 
this was 40 cents. 
The rates will go into effect 
after the meters are read this 
week and will show up on the 
July billings. 
A budget hearing has been set 
by the council for June I at I 
p.m. in City Hall. 
Most departments in the new 
budget reflect an increase in 
salaries, 
with 
the 
sew er 
department going from $18, 420 
to $20,700, the street department 
from $11,220 to $12,180, the 
police department from $37,048 
to 
$40,830 
and 
the 
ad­ 
m inistration 
from 
$6,680 
to $7,140. 
Total 
expenditures 
by 
departments estimated in the 
new budget and the actual 
expenses for this past year are 
as follows: Sewer, $31,200, 
$29,369; (this does not include 
new sew er system ) Street, 


$31,680, $28,218; Police, $51,925, 
$49,673; 
Fire, $10,805, $7,577 
(this does not include a new fire 
truck); Administration, $18,915, 
$39,393; Park, $2,540, $2,743; 
Water, $130,430, $130,247. 
The council also voted to 
accept bids on leasing the City 
owned land at the old airport 
and will open bids on a new 
patrol car Tuesday morning. 
Bob Reynolds of Dallas and 
Helen McMurry of Abilene met 
with the Council to discuss the 
possibility of the city looking 
into the matter of more low-rent 
housing units w ith the new units 
to be designed for the elderly. 
The units would be one-bedroom 
units located close to downtown. 
The council discussed 
the 
matter but took no action at this 
time. Some of the problems of 
the existing housing units was 
discussed and it was the feeling 
of the Council that some of these 
problems need to be solved 
before the City should consider 
anymore units. 


Also discussed by the Council 
was the problem of the shooting 
of rifles at West Lake. Vandals 
have shot holes in pipe being 
used to siphon some of the bad 
water out of the lake and 
dam aged 
other 
property 
located at the lake. The danger 
of shooting rifles this close to 
the golf course was pointed out 
by Mayor Madden and it was 
suggested that signs be posted 
warning of the fine that can be 
imposed for shooting rifles 
within the city limits. 
The 
men 
also discussed 
making West Lake Drive a four- 
lane street with no on street 
parking. The four-lanes would 
run from Central to Avenue G. 
Action on this was postponed 
until Ed Wheat, the new Police 
Chief had time to look into the 
matter. 
The dang . s of people using 
the street as a four-lane without 
it being marked were sighted, 
as well as the number of ac­ 
cidents on the street.

She 
has served in several capacities 
for the cemetery fund and Old 
Settlers Reunion for 28 years.

was

fenced with barbed ware in 1904. 


A better fence was constructed 
in 1944 with private donations 
and then in 1968 an arch was put 
over the double entrance gates 
and a new’ gate was put in for 
the entrance of service vehicles. 
This was done with money from 
the cemetery fund and the 
generous 
assistance 
of 
Jim 
Briscoe of Sweetwater, Truett 
Dickerson, Andrew and Lucille 
Ford and l^orene Mauldin. 
All of the old settlers are the 
first generation children of the 
pioneers who started the set­ 
tlement 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Fanning, who are still actively 
engaged in farming and cattle 
raising, are about the only old 
settlers left in the community. 
The others have retired and 
moved to town. The farming 
and cattle raising are being 
carried on by second and third 
generation children. 
The old settlers still come 
back, many from the fourth 
generation, from 
all 
over 
Texas. New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, and some from as 
far away as California and New 
York. 
When the community was at 
its best, Sylvester w as 
a 
thriving town made up of gins, a 
theatre, a bank, dry 
goods 
store, grocery stores, a post 


office, a school, cafes, a barber 
shop and service stations. But, 
with cars, 
good 
roads 
and 
shopping districts, it has faded 
away to a post office operated 
by Mrs. M. D. Brown, a garage 
operated by Guy Mauldin, a 
service 
station operated 
by 
Truman Mauldin, a grocery 
store operated by Chub Hard­ 
wick, a blacksmith shop owned 
by Milton Montgomery and a 
gin. 
City water has been piped in 
from 
Roby so modern 
con­ 
veniences are available to those 
who continue to live in the once 
bustling community. 
In the early 1900’s Hamlin 
was a good town in which to buy 
and sell but to get there meant a 


day in a wagon over dirt roads 
and usually a night spent in the 
wagon yard before the return 
home the following day. Ice was 
bought in IOO to 300 pound blocks 
to insure getting home with 
enough for the usual Saturday 
night ice cream making and 
iced tea for Sunday. 
The pioneers and old settlers 
did not have the easily prepared 
food of today but there was 
always plenty of game, fresh 
and cured meats, fresh and 
home 
canned 
fruits 
and 
vegetables and good bread and 
pastry cooked by experts. 
W. O. Reeves says, “That 
good food and cooking still 
shows up in the baskets brought 
in bv the Old Settlers.”
